Committee in Tunisia, this paper traces the subsequent legislative trajectory 
followed by Tunisia since the mid-nineteenth century. It highlights the historical 
political and jurisprudential foundations on which the project is based, framing 
the ongoing debate in Tunisia on this project in the context of historical legal 
reform. The study thus seeks to understand the dimensions of the development 
of individual freedoms in Tunisia — both internally and externally — as a policy 
and a demand despite the faltering establishment of democracy.

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Abstract: This study examines levels of social individualisation in Tunisia, the 
extent to which it is expressed by social movements and individualist initiatives 
supporting the expansion of rights and freedoms in the presence of a firm societal 
demand or trend pushing in this direction. Based on the available quantitative 
and qualitative sociological data, it studies the extent of the relationship between 
indications of an expansion of the scope of social individuality in modern and 
contemporary Tunisian history on the one hand, and the ideological and intellectual 
conflicts and interactions that have developed because of these transformations 
on the other. This will allow a discussion about the stakes and proposals of the 
movements and associations demanding an expansion of the individual rights 
and freedoms available to Tunisians, and the nature of justifications presented to 
advocate for these demands in line with Islamic cultural-religious heritage and 
Western references.

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Abstract: Individualism is a narrative in human history to understand the 
experiences of nations and upon which attitudes and judgments are built. 
This article presents the ideological structure, theories and concepts on which 
individualism was founded in the Euro-Christian context. From religion to 
economics, between philosophy and political thought, individualism has taken 
on the character of inclusiveness despite early criticism of its use in the economy 
and society. But its effects on non—European societies are as profound and 
widespread, such as in Arab societies, which are experiencing social and political 
repercussions in the context of the ‘Arab Spring’, prompting a resurgence of 
debate among intellectual and academic elites about the role of the individual 
and individualism to understand changes. However, these approaches, in my 
view, reflect a cognitive and cultural alienation that has led to the treatment of 


individualism as a measure of linear development of Arab societies.

Abstract: The concept of hegemonic masculinity has influenced gender studies 
across many academic fields but has also attracted serious criticism. The authors 
trace the origin of the concept in a convergence of ideas in the early 1980s and 
map the ways it was applied when research on men and masculinities expanded. 
Evaluating the principal criticisms, the authors defend the underlying concept of 
masculinity, which in most research use is neither reified nor essentialist. However, 
the criticism of trait models of gender and rigid typologies is sound. The treatment 
of the subject in research on hegemonic masculinity can be improved with the aid 
of recent psychological models, although limits to discursive flexibility must be 
recognized. The concept of hegemonic masculinity does not equate to a model of 
social reproduction; we need to recognize social struggles in which subordinated 
masculinities influence dominant forms. Finally, the authors review what has 
been confirmed from early formulations (the idea of multiple masculinities, the 
concept of hegemony, and the emphasis on change) and what needs to be discarded 
(onedimensional treatment ofhierarchy and trait conceptions of gender). The authors 
suggest reformulation of the concept in four areas: a more complex model of gender 
hierarchy, emphasizing the agency of women; explicit recognition of the geography 
of masculinities, emphasizing the interplay among local, regional, and global levels; 
a more specific treatment of embodiment in contexts of privilege and power; and a 
stronger emphasis on the dynamics of hegemonic masculinity, recognizing internal 
contradictions and the possibilities of movement toward gender democracy.

All research papers submitted for consideration must adopt the referencing 
guidelines adopted by the Arab Center for Research and Policy Studies (See 
Appendix I for a complete guide to the reference style used across all of our 
journals). 

All submitted works must fall within the broad scope of Omran, including 
economics, demographics, and environmental science. 

Book reviews of between 2,800 and 3,000 words in length will be considered 
for submission to the journal, provided that the book covers a topic which 
falls within the scope of the journal and within the reviewer’s academic 
specialization and/or main areas of research. Reviews are accepted for books 
written in any language, provided they have been published in the previous 
three years. Book reviews are subject to the same quality standards which 
apply to research papers. 

Omran carries a special section devoted to discussions of a specific theme 
which is a matter of current debate within the social sciences. These essays 
must be between 2,800 and 3,000 words in length. They are subject to the 
same refereeing standards as research papers. 

All submissions are to be between 6,000 and 8,000 words in length, inclusive 
of a bibliography, footnotes, appendices and the caption texts on images. The 
editors retain the right to publish longer pieces at their discretion. Research 
papers should be submitted typed on «Word». The Arabic text should be in the 
same font and not several fonts, and the English text should only be in «Times 
New Roman» font. Accordingly, the Arabic text should be in one single font 
totally different from the unified English font. 

AI diagrams, charts, figures and tables must be provided in a format 
compatible with either Microsoft Office’s spreadsheet software (Excel) or 
Microsoft Office’s word processing suite (Word), alongside high-resolution 
images. Charts will not be accepted without the accompanying data from 
which they were produced. 


4. The peer review process for Omran and for all journals published by the ACREPS is 
conducted in the strictest confidence. Two preliminary readers are selected from a 
short list of approved reader-reviewers. In cases where there is a major discrepancy 
between the first two readers in their assessment of the paper, the paper will be 
referred to a third reviewer. The editors will notify all authors of a decision either 
to publish, publish after modifications, or to decline to publish, within two months 
of the receipt of the first draft. 

5. The editorial board of Omran adheres to a strict code of ethical conduct, which has 
the clearest respect for the privacy and the confidentiality of authors (cf. Annex IT).

Omran is a quarterly, peer reviewed academic journal dedicated to the social sciences 
and published by the Arab Center for Research and Policy Studies (ISSN: 2305-2473). 
First published in the summer of 2012, Omran is overseen by an academic editorial 
board composed of experts as well as an actively engaged board of international 
advisers.
